KANSAS CITY—(United Press)— 


Governor Henry J. Allen, speaking at 
Lacrosse, Kas., today wil) announce the 
program by which he expects to ou«t 
the Ku Klux Klan from Kansas, ac- 
cording to Information received here. 


Since Saturday nt^ht when he fust 


publicly declared war on the "invisible 
empie," Governor Allen has refused to 
reveai his plans and this was taken tn 
mean that the contemplated legal ac- 
tion is ready. 


Meanwhile, officials of the Klan here 


calmly awaited the "bomb-shell" which 
may blow them out of Kansas. 


George C. McCarron, king kleagle in 


charge of activities in Kansas, N'ebraa- 
ka, Oklahoma and Missouri, visiting 
local lieadquattert, refused to an- 
nounce any plans to counteract the 
first official attack on its existence. 


"It will be just about as liar'' to 


drive out the Masons, Kniffhts of Co- 
lumbuf, or similar organizations," Mr 
Can-on said, hinting at unexpected 
strength. 


In an unpictentioiu otlicc, McCar- 


ron, a youthful appearing man, quiet- 
ly discussed the attack opened by Gov- 
ernor Allen.
